fur a suitable memorial, public opin­ 
ion was accepted as favoring a gener­ 
ous appropriation 
for any monument 
which m ight p erfo rm valuable public 
service, and 
in this w ay 
perpetuate 
the effort of Pittsburgh’s service men 
and women. 


At the time the city faced a .serious 
p rob lem . 
A tremendous amount 
of 
automobile traffic between
